Gamblers Helped Campaign. | 

Gamblers and hoodlums in 
the East St. Louis area contrib- | 
uted large sums, perhaps as 
much as $200,000, 
campaign for state aduitor in 
1952, the Post-Dispatch was told. 
Hodge was well known to most 
of them, having been a collector | 
of gamblers’ 
administration of former Gov. | 
Dwight H. Green. 

When Hodge announced as a 
candidate for the office, it was | 
known to friends that he had 
little money. But as the cam- | 
paign progressed, they said, he 
spent money all over the state, 
“a tremendous amount to be 
nominated and elected.” He 
had strong Republican opposi- | 
tion and very little support | 
from county Republican organ- | 
izations. He had five opponents 
in the primary. 

The contribution from rack- 
eteers was made, it was said, in 
the hope that Hodge would help 
them open new gambling casi- 
nos and find places for them to 
set up their slot machines. 

Hodge’s desire to plead guilty 
was looked upon by some ob- 
servers as having political over- 
tones. Democrats are accusing | 
the state Republican administra- 
tion of attempting to place all 
the blame on Hodge and reduce 
the amount of publicity about 
the scandal as quickly as pos- | 
sible in this election year. 

Coutrakon, himself, is a re- | 
Republican, like the state ad- 
ministration. Although he is not 
a candidate to succeed himself, | 
he is a Republican nominee for 
the State Legislature. 

Afraid of Double Jeapardy. 

Arthur M. Fitzgerald, attorney 
for Hodge, said he would resist | 
efforts of Hodge to plead guilty | 
if indicted by the county grand 
jury here until he had thorough- | 
ly read the indictments and 
made sure Hodge would not | 
place himself in double jeapar- 
dy by entering a plea in the) 
case. He explained this by say- 
ing Hodge might be sentenced 
in Sangamon county and again 
in Cook county (Chicago) on 
charges growing out of the same 
transaction.

In- 
deed our organization has al- 
ready begun to apply the prin- 
ciple that the material wel- 
fare and progress of each mem-

“On this matter a_ simple 
thought which I have had an 
opportunity to express to some 
other American presidents here 
has’ been viewed generously by 
them It is that each of us 
should name a special repre- 
sentative to join in preparing 
for us concrete recommenda- 
tions in those fields of co-oper- 
ative efforts that affect the wel- 
fare of our peoples. 

“To those representatives we 
could look for practical sugges- 
tions in the economic, financial, 
social and technical fields which 
our organization might appro- 
priately adopt.” 

As an example of a desirable 
immediate project, President 
Eisenhower said a determina- 
tion of ways in which benefi- 
cial use of nuclear forces 
throughout the hemtsphere 
might be hastened. He said an 
approach might be made both 
from the standpoint of industry 
and combating disease 

‘Limitless’ Advances. 

“The coming years will bring 
to mankind limitless ways in 
which this new science can ad- 
vance human welfare,’ he con- 
tinued. ‘Let us progress to- 
gether as one family in achiev- 
ing for all our people these re- 


After referring to the occa- 
sion for the meeting of the 
Presidents to observe’ the 
130th anniversary of a confer- 
ence of American states called 
here by Simon Bolivar, liber- 
ator of five nations, which 
marked the first Pan-American 
effort. Mr. Eisenhower went on: 

“Just as our nations have 
agreed that we should join to 
combat armed aggression, let.us 
also join to find the ways which 
will enable our peoples to com- 
bat the ravage of diseases, pov- 
erty and ignorance. Let us give 
them as individuals a better 
opportunity not only to pur- 
sue happiness but to gain it.” 

Co-operation of members of 
the Organization of American 
States has been fruitful because 
“all of our peoples hold cer- 
tain basic spiritual convictions,” 
the President said. 

Primary Beliefs. 

“We believe.” he continued, 
“that all men are created equal, 
that all men are endowed by 
their creator with certain in- 
alienable rights, including the 
right to life, liberty andthe

continent. 

“3. The accomplishments of 
the Organization of American 
States, assurance of peace 
among member states and of 
security for the continent, dem- 
onstrate how much can be 
achieved in various fields of 
international endeavor through 
loyal co-operation among sov- 
ereign nations and move us to 
strengthen inter-American or- 
ganizations and their activities. 

“4. In a world in which the 
dignity of the individual, his 
furidamental rights and the spir- 
itual values of mankind are 
seriously threatened by totali- 
tarian forces alien to the tra- 
dition of our peoples and their 
institutions, America holds 
steadfastly to its historic mis- 
sion: To be the bulwark of 
human liberty and national in- 
dependence.

To tie Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The American Friends Service 
Committee has given serious thought 
to the complicated problem of civil 
defense. In particular we have con- 
sidered the national civil defense 
demonstration of last Friday. 

Concern for the welfare of our fel- 
low men, whatever their nationality, 
is part of our Quaker tradition. Every 
humane and Christian motive moves 
us to wish to help the victims of fire, 
flood or war. We wish to join others 
in readiness for such relief and in 
prevention of disaster. We hope our 
record makes this clear. 

Some aspects of civil defense, how- 
ever, run counter to this purpose or 
at least have different implications: 

> r 


First. Civil defense is now tied to 
a wer spirit. Insofar as civil defense 
is promoted as part of a national 
policy which sees war preparation 
as a justifiable means for ourselves 
and as a way to deter others, it falls 
under our objection to all war—hot, 
cold or psychological. 

Civil defense in today’s world 
comes to be based on fear and hos- 
tility. From motives of the highest 
patriotism we do not oppose war only 
for fear of what others will do to us, 
but also reject what we are called 
on in war to do to others. 

Second. Civil defense is not linked 
to work for peace. Citizen prepara- 
tion for civil defense is not accom- 
panied by any comparable official 
action to build citizen responsibility 
for peace, the only real defense 
from nuclear war. 

Third. Civil defense creates illu- 
sions both of security and insecuri- 
ty. People are coming to see the 
massive damage in the new type of 
war. No side can win it, and few 
men are likely to survive. 

Drills that at best can promote 
only the most limited protection in 
a future war tend today to produce 
in some persons anxieties and un- 
healthy psychological tensions, es- 
pecially among young children. In 
others, a false sense of security is 
created. Both are unwholesome, as 
also is the fatalism with which such 
exercises come to be regarded by the 
majority of people. 

7 * » 

For real defense, let men and 
women in this country place their 
trust in less illusory measures. They 
could back more earnestly America’s 
share in action to achieve disarma- 
ment, relax international tension, 
show friendliness toward those who 
suspect us, improve the welfare of 
the most needy internationally. 

Peace by peaceful measures is our 
real civil defense. As President 
Eisenhower has stated, “There is 
no alternative to peace.” And Presi- 
dent Truman earlier declared, “War 
is not the sane man’s alternative to 
anything.” 

Therefore, while recognizing the 
value of realistic disaster-relief meas- 
ures and the genuine concern of 
those who work for civil defense, we 
call attention to the dangers, spirit- 
ual and otherwise, which we see in 
the current demonstration. The Bib- 
lical affirmation still speaks to men 
today: “For God hath not given us 
the spirit of fear, but of power, 
and of love, and of a sound mind.”

The man who proudly took credit for these 
words in a detailed description of the duties of 
his public office in the Illinois Blue Book, or 
Official State Manual, Orville E. Hodge of 
Granite City, now stands indicted by a federal 
grand jury. 

The charge against this “key member” of the 
State Republican team of Gov. Stratton (until 
the scandals broke open) is that he conspired to 
mishandle $872,000 in state funds through his 
office. Whether the final total has yet been 
reached is not known. The figures have been 
going up every day. 

Indicted along with Orville Hodge are Ed- 
ward A. Hintz, the ex-president of the Southmoor 
Bank and Trust Co., Chicago, where many of 
the faked and forged state checks were cashed, 
and the “messenger” Edward A. Epping of 
Lebanon, Ill., who was on Hodge’s own payroll 
at $1000 a month. 

Meantime the state grand jury-at Springfield, 
under the leadership of Sangamon County State’s 
Attorney, George P. Coutrakon, was ready to 
receive information on which state indictments 
can be issued. 

The new Illinois scandals thus appear to ex- 
ceed anything in a long line of episodes of cor- 
ruption dating back through Dwight H. Green, 
Frank L. Smith, Len Small to William Lorimer 
and that G.O.P. boss’s outright purchase of a 
United States Senate seat almost 50 years ago. 

The question that taxpayers all over Illinois 
are asking themselves now is this: 

How could there have been a plunder opera- 
tion of such gigantic proportions without other 
state officials in the Stratton Administration 
knowing about it?

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Big Vote for $2 


The American wheat farmer likes high prices 
more than he hates control. Furthermore, he 
does so for the third year in a row. And still 
furthermore, he has done so by an increasing 
majority each year. From a 73.3 per cent vote 
two years ago and a rise to 77.3 per cent last 
year the fally just taken has soared to 87.5 
per cent. , 

Since the vote is for $2 wheat in preference 
to the approximately $1.21 that would have been 
the figure if the farmers had rejected acreage 
control, prospects for the soil bank do not ap- 
pear too bright. That lower figure which the 
wheat farmers so spankingly rejected is almost 
exactly what they would receive for every bushel 
of wheat they decided to forego growing by 
depositing land in the soil bank. 

The one-sided vote demonstrates in practice 
that, as was earlier argued in theory, the soil 
bank idea is incompatible with high fixed price 
supports, 
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Atom Power Up to the House 

With perhaps only a week of the session of 
Congress remaining, the House should lose no 
time.in acting on the atomic electric power pro- 
posal. It has before it a bill by Representative 
Holifield of Califarnia identical with the meas- 
ure by Senator Gore of Tennessee which was 
adopted July 12 by the Senate. The Atomic 
Energy Commission would be directed to carry 
out a $400,000,000 program of atomic power 
plant construction. 

Debate in the Senate, particularly the notable 
contributions to it by Senator Gore, a member 
of the Joint House-Senate Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee, has shown conclusively that the atomic- 
electric program requires the best efforts of both 
Government and private initiative. At present, 
under the Atomic Energy Act of 1954, private 
initiative alone is being relied upon, and it has 
proved inadequate. 

Theoretical controversies over private vs. 
public power have prevented correction of the 
inadequacy. The Gore-Holifield proposal gets 
around that roadblock by providing for plants 
which will supply power to AEC installations 
alone. The private-public issue therefore is 
excluded, except for those who are determined 
to drag it in at any cost as an argument for 
private monopoly. 

Our foreign policy respecting the peaceful 
atom depends on realistic progress in atomic 
generation. Will the House join the Senate in 
prompt action on this vital piece of business? 
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Lingering Unfairness 

Whatever the Missouri Supreme Court eventu- 
ally may decide as to the legality of the State 
Tax Commission's 1955 assessment order to St. 
Louis county, one distressing fact is likely to 
remain unchanged: Individual property valua- 
tions in the county are neither fair nor equitable. 

As a direct result a great many county citi- 
zens are carrying more than their just share of 
the tax load. They have been saddled with their 
own burden and part of the other fellow’s as 
well. Newer residents especially have been vic- 
timized by the county's assessment practices. 

Nothing short of a parcel-by-parcel . revalua- 
tion of every piece of property in the county will 
bring equity to what is now a terrible mess. 
This is essential whether the Supreme Court up- 
holds or rejects Circuit Judge Weinstein’s opin- 
ion on the Tax Commission's activities. 

The fact is that the Tax Commission's prime 
concern is with equalizing assessments as 
between counties, not within them. The con- 
dition of the assessment structure within a par- 
ticular county is a local problem that requires 
local action regardless of what the Tax Com- 
mission may do, 

In St. Louis county, unhappily, local action 
has proceeded at a snail's pace. Apart from the 
shuffling of papers in the Assessor's , office, 
thereby providing an opportunity to hire a few 
of the G.O.P. faithful, not much has been done. 
A legal question hangs over the contracts under 
which private firms would carry out the county- 
wide revaluation, and this stil] must be resolved. 


In any event, the one fact that county resi- 
dents ought not to lose sight of is the overrid- 
ing necessity for a thorough and objective re- 
appraisal of every piece of real estate. Without 
it there can' be no equity in the county's tax 
structure; unfairness will linger on. 


Leadership on the Airways 


As time goes on the march of events is mak- 
ing more and more inexplicable the ouster of 
Frederick B. Lee last December as Civil Aero- 
nautics Administrator. Secretary of Commerce 
Sinclair Weeks and his assistant, Louis S. Roth- 
schild, explained the decision “was reluctantly 
reached that someone better suited in leadership 
talent and teamwork was required.” 

These words fairly mock them now. They 


2 mock them because the evidence now indicates 


that as administrator Mr. Lee showed great con- 
cern for safety on the nation’s dangerous air- 
ways while Secretary Weeks and Mr. Rothschild 
apparently were thinking more of penny-pinch- 
ing. Among the reasons that Mr. Lee has cited 
for his firing were his development and pushing 
of a tive-year plan for making the airways safe 
and his persistent efforts to obtain appropria- 
tions considerably higher than his superiors 
would approve. 

What happened after his dismissal for a lead- 
ership that Secretary Weeks and Mr. Rothschild 
deemed so unsuitable? The Air Line Pilots Asso- 
ciation continued to assert the airways were 
dangerous and predicted a calamitous collision 
between giant airliners might occur at any time. 
Senator Monroney of Oklahoma, chairman of 
the Senate Aviation subcommittee, charged that 
the budget slashes inflicted on the CAA were 
directly responsible for the dangers so apparent 
on the airways. Then came the airliner collision 
over the grand Canyon—128 persons dead. 

Now how do things stand? The Department of 
Commerce and its new CAA head, Charles J. 
Lowen, are talking of taking only three years to 
accomplish a $250,000)000 airways safety pro- 
gram that had been slated for five years. And, 
most striking development of all, President 
Eisenhower asked Congress last week for a 
$68,000,000 supplemental appropriation for the 
airways program to be added to the $40,000,000 
granted for the current year. 

What about Mr. Lee’s leadership abilities 
now, Secretary Weeks and Mr. Rothschild? 
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Never Again! 

Old dogs can be taught new tricks. The Mis- 
souri State Highway Department has learned a 
new one from its experience in trying to get 
the Grand-Market grade separation completed 
within a reasonable time. Its $593,657 contract 
with J. E. Latta Construction Co. gives the con- 
tractor so much leeway that the project now 
may not be completed until Oct. 1 instead of 
last December as once estimated. On a country 
road that kind of delay might not prove too em- 
barrassing. But in the heart of the state’s larg- 
est city it is something else again. So the state 
has decided on a new policy. From now on it 
will set a completion date and hound the con- 
tractor to meet it, and that sounds fine. It was 
a lesson well worth learning, even if it had to 
be at St. Louis’s convenience. 
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Suddenly. a Two-Way Street 

It turns out to be a very good thing indeed 
that Senator Knowland repudiated the memo- 
randum by the Senate Republican Policy Com- 
mittee staff which revived the Red smear 
against the Democrats. Perhaps in future he 
will not orly disavow such efforts by the staff, 
but see to it that they don’t happen. 

For the trouble is that this dainty political 
tactic, which seemed so sure-fire in 1952 and 
1954, is no longer reliable. If the G.O.P. com- 
mittee staff can quote Claude Lightfoot, a junior 
grade Communist party functionary from IIli- 
nois, as favoring the election of Democrats this 
year, the Democrats can come back with an 
indorsement of the Republicans by far more 
potent Communist sources.

We do know 
that the preferences of Malik, Lightfoot and 
the entire Kremlin hierarchy are equally and 
monumentally irrelevant to the 1956 political 
campaign. It would be pleasant if the lower- 
echelon propagandists in both parties could be 
tipped off to that effect.

We must not get in the position of 
being totally and irrevocably committed 
to nuclear warfare, the only alternative 
to which would be the exercise of vir- 
tually no military strength at all. Any 
kind of war is horrible; but, sometimes, 
as the United Nations action in Korea, 
it is necessary to preserve freedom; and 
much more often the mere capability 
of employing limited but effective force 
is the deterrent to aggression. 


The unpalatable fact is that the Unit- 
ed States has to be equally prepared for 
both kinds of war, the nuclear and the 
conventional. It has to be prepared for 
either kind of war at any time or at 
any place. It has to have the men and 
the weapons to fight a major aggressor 
with every weapon in the dreadful ar- 
senal of the atomic age; it has to have 
the men and the weapons to fight a 
“limited” war in the hope of keeping it 
limited; and it has to have the men and 
weapons to deter an aggressor from 
fighting at all. This is a big order, and 
an expensive one. 


We have no pat solutions or pet ones; 
but we do believe that a clear policy 
ought to be set—and it can only be set 
by the President himself—so that the 
American defense forces will be capa- 
ble of complete flexibility to meet any 
and every kind of military and politi- 
cal situation in the world. Concern 
over budgetary matters is essential; but 
in a 400 billion dollar economy we must 
be able to afford all the defense neces- 
sary to protect our freedom without 
alienating our allies, without frightening 
the neutrals and without putting all 
our strength in one explosive basket.

Just how much there is to the latest 
reported Pentagon squabble is hard to 
say. But even if the reports are exag- 
gerated, the controversy nonetheless 
raises important questions of military 
policy. 

According to some of the stories, Ad- 
miral Radford, the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, is proposing an 
800,000-man reduction in the armed 
forces by 1960; present strength is 
about 2,800,000. 


This is supposed to have stirred the 
military heads of the three services to 
“revolt.” Such a reduction, it is 
charged, would be “partial demobiliza- 
tion” and an isolationist acceptance of 
a “Fortress America” strategy in place 
of collective security. 


This newspaper does not profess to 
know whether a reduction of 800,000 
men—or 400,000 or 200,000—over the 
next four years would be sound mili- 
tary policy. 

But we do know that a rigid policy 
based on slavish adherence to an arbi- 
trarily selected manpower figure would 
be worse than unsound. It would be 
self-defeating.

This is the time of enormous uncer- 
tainty. Two mighty military blocs built 
around the power of the United States 
and Russia are both capable of obliter- 
ating civilization. This isn’t our inten- 
tion, of course. We can only hope that 
the same restraint prevails in Russia. 


In such’ a world complete security 
isn’t possible. We have no choice but 
to face up to the failures of mutual 
disarmament efforts. We are doing this 
by maintaining a powerful military pos- 
ture as one part of the total strength 
of America. 

Our service leaders have their hon- 
est differences which must be composed 
in the interest of military unity and ef- 
ficiency, With that achieved the best 


course is to have faith In a defense 
program approved by our soldier-Presi- 
dent as well as a majority of the mem- 
bers of Congress.

Development of new weapons and 
new weapon systems—perhaps unfore- 
seen at this time—may well make it 
feasible to cut down on manpower with- 
out endangering our own security or 
retreating from our international com- 
mitments. 


If so, the cut certainly should be 
made, for this probably is the most 
hopeful prospect of reducing the bur- 
densome cost of the defense establish- 
ment. 


In the meantime, as far as staff plan- 
ning goes, we do not think there is any 
basis for concern on the part of the 
American people or among our allies. 
Admiral Radford is not the kind of of- 
ficer who believes in or who would ad- 
vocate defense policies which would sell 
the country short. 


Nor is there any reason that we know 
of to suppose that he belongs to the

Despite Admiral Radford’'s disavowal, 
there have been enough indications of 
a trend toward more exclusive reliance 
on air-atomic strategy to warrant discus- 
sion. This is the strategy of the big war. 
It proceeds on the assumption that any 
war would be “a general one, short, vio- 
lent and involving nuclear weapons.” 


A consequent reduction in conven- 
tional weapons would face the country 
with the horrible dilemma, in any war 
that might break out, of meeting it 
with nuclear weapons that would invite 
an all-out war of annihilation, or of sit- 
ting by impotent. The “limited war” 
would become a near-impossibility. 


Now, a concern for the welfare of the 
economy on the part of military men is, 
within limits, commendable. But the 
major assignment of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and the officers working under 
them, is to devise the strategy that is 
best suited to the defense of American 
interests, and then to ask for what 
they need. 


Budgetary requirements certainly fig- 
ure in the ultimate determination of 
strategy,-but it is the job of civilians 
rather than of the military to say what 
the economy will stand. 


In point of fact, the economy will 
stand almost any military expenditure 
it has to stand; the limit has never been 
tested. Before Korea there was an as- 
sumption that $15 billion or even $12 
billion was all we could possibly afford. 


Today the national budget is bal- 
anced with a military expenditure of 
nearly three times the latter amount. 
It is far cheaper—and safer—to under- 
go some budgetary stress than to find 
to our sorrow that the military estab- 
lishment has prepared to fight the 
wrong kind of war.

In our opinion each of the armed 
services will continue to have a useful 
role. There is strength in diversity. 
Three baskets are better than one, but 
if each is to be most useful it must be 
tested. Questioning of its weapons by a 
rival service is not necessarily a dis- 
advantage. 

It may even prove a benefit if it 
leads to effective and impartial testing. 
It is high time the defense department 
—or Congress—set up better machin- 
ery for genuinely objective Judgment of 
weapons. Nothing less than the national 
security demands it.

A Curse on Both Parties 


THE TRUMAN SCANDALS. by Jules Abels 

(Regnery, 315 pes. $3.75.) 

In this excellently assembled volume 
the facts, set forth without adornment, 
hit the reader between the eyes. When 
one closes it one has the feeling that 
the whole presentation is a damning 
indictment of the Truman regime as 
one of the most corrupt in American 
politics—and that the Republicans are 
equally to be damned because they have 
done so little to prosecute those respon- 
sible, They have caught just a few like 
former Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Joseph D. Nunan and Deputy Commis- 
sioner Daniel Bolich, but missed the 
many. 


Last winter former President Harry 
S$. Truman said that Republican cor- 
ruption charges in- 
volved only “a few 
flyspecks on our 
Washington win- 
dows.” Author Jules 
Abel’s hard-hitting, 
factual account 
of the long list of 
scandals during the 
Truman regime 
makes it appear 
that the Washing- 
ton windows of

man himself, simply couldn't see light 
through them.

It said a 10-year study shows 
that fluoridation in Grand 
Rapids, Mich., cut the occur- 
rence of children’s cavities 
about 60 per cent and even 
adults benefited. 


“The scientific evidence is 
conclusive,” the service said, 
“that water fluoridation is an 
effective public procedure for 
producing a substantial reduc- 
tion in the incidence of dental 
caries.” 

Grand Rapids began adding 
fluorine to its water in Janu- 
ary, 1945. The results of the 
test at the end of 10 years were 
published in the current issue 
of the Health Service’s Public 
Health Reports. These showed: 

1. A “striking reduction” in 
dental cavities in baby or 
first teeth. The reduction in 
the case of 6-year-olds was 
about 54 per cent. 

2. A “marked reduction” in 
cavities in permanent teeth. 
Among children born since 
the experiment began, the 
cavity rate “was reduced on 
the average by about 60 per 
cent.” 

3. No undesirable coloring 
of the teeth because of con- 
tact with the fluorine. 

“The effects on the teeth of 


adults (in the survey) have not 
as yet been ascertained,” the | 
Health Service said. “However, | 
the fact that a reduction in | 
caries (decay) was observed for | 
teeth which had already been | 
calcified when fluoridation was | 
started indicates that some 
beneficial effect may be gained 
by older age groups.” 

| In’ the Grand Rapids study, 
the average 6-year-old had 6.4 
| dental defects in 1944 and only | 
|29 in 1954. Similar results 
/were noted in the permanent 
teeth of children from 6 
through 10. 

Even among older children— 
who had less contact with the | 
fluorine—there was improve- 
ment. For example, 16-year-olds | 
in 1954 had 9.9 defects com- 
| pared with 13.5 in 1944.

Contrast in 
Texture Is 


Important 
By Edith M. Barber 


EXTURE as well as flavor 
T is a matter of importance in 

the preparation of appetizing 
food. Take sugar, for instance. 
In cake-making the texture it 
gives to the batter is as im- 
portant a function as its sweet- 
ening power. 

The proportion of sugar to 
shortening must also be consid- 
ered. If there is too muth the 
cake will be crumbly and will 
not rise properly. If there is 
too little the cake will be tough. 
There is also the danger of too 
small a proportion of shorten- 
ing being used. Too large an 
amount will interfere with ris- 
ing and the volume of the cake 
will be accordingly less. 

We like contrasting textures 
among the foods we combine 
for a meal. One of the very 
good reasons for offering salad 
or relishes is found in the crisp 
texture of the _ ingredients. 
Vegetables should not be over- 
cooked, as much because the 
texture is changed ay because 
the flavor is injured. 

In meat or fish salads we 
often combine diced celery with 
the main ingredient and the 
dressing. With potatoes we will 
add crisp cucumbers or perhaps 
pickles. In a fruit cup we like 
diced apples to contrast with 
softer fruits. 

Cut or chopped nuts add 
crispness to certain combina- 
tions of food. We may use them 
in a salad but most commonly 
in cookies for the sake of tex- 
ture, as well as flavor. This is 
also an asset when nuts are 
used as a garnish for a frosted 
cake. 

In planning a meal, contrast 
in the textures of the foods is 
also important. For instance, a 
creamed vegetable goes better 
with baked rather than with 
mashed potatoes. We generally 
prefer the former with a 
creamed fish or meat. One of 
the reasons this is often served 
on toast is because of the con- 
trast in texture that toast sup- 
plies.

One medium-sized onion, one 
apple, three tablespoons butter 
or margarine, three tablespoons 
flour, one cup chicken stock, 
one cup top milk or light cream, 
one-half teaspoon curry powder, 
one can tuna, salt to taste 

Peel and mince onion, Pare 
apple and slice coarsely. Heat 
butter or margarine and cook 
onion and apple until slightly 
tender, but not too brown. Stir 
in flour. Blend well. Add 
chicken stock and stir over low 
heat until mixture begins to 
thicken. Stir in milk or cream. 
Continue stirring over low heat 
until slightly thickened. Add 
flaked tuna fish with liquid. 
Add curry powder and salt to 
taste. Serve with boiled rice.

A Stormy Age

66 T HE other children won't play with him! What can I

do to help?” We don’t usually get this question from 
the parents of infants. But from 2% years of age 
and thereafter till late adolescence, it is very frequent, 
reo The answer, of course, 
varies with the child's per- 
sonality, his age, and with 
the total social situation. 
In the preschool years, as 
we shall suggest, there is 
often a great deal mothers 
can do. But as the boy or 
girl grows older, the 
amount of direct aid which 
a mother can give toward 
helping him or her to be 
popular, decreases. Be- 
bind the scenes she can 
certainly give moral sup- 
port and suggestion, and she can sometimes help out in plan- 
ning. But most of the responsibility, in the later years, is up 
to the person concerned. 
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LET’S CONSIDER the 24-year-old who just can’t play 
successfully with his friends. It may be that he is so aggres- 
sive that play always ends up in a fight, and the children 
won't play with him. Or it may be that he is so timid that 
he always gets the worst of it and ends up crying, so that the 
other children don't find him much fun, 

At this early age, since the child himself is usually not 
mature enough to solve such social problems (some 2's, of 
course, get on fine and have no trouble), mother will need to 
help out. 

To start with, she can, at least to some extent, figure out 
which, if any, of the other children her child gets on with 
best. And she can plan that he plays chiefly with them. 
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SHE CAN ALSO FIGURE OUT how many friends at a 
time her child can stand. Some do fine with one, or even 
with two, but not with more. She can also figure out how 
long a play period it’s safe to allow for. Some can play quite 
harmoniously for 20 minutes to half an hour, but no longer. 
Some seem to feel safer on home ground and can play well 
at home but not elsewhere. Others seem to have too many 
possessions to defend at home, and do better at another's 
house. Still others seem to do best in neutral areas, as in a 
park or playground. 

Most of all, mothers can help with supervision. And 
here they may often profitably do something which is almost 
never advisable at the later ages. They can call up other 
mothers and make arrangements. Of course, each mother 
probably will quite naturally give what supervision is needed 
in her own home. But when it is a matter of out-of-doors 
play, sometimes mothers in a neighborhood to plan together 
quite successfully to take turns to see that some adult is at 
least available. The amount of direct supervision will, of 
course, vary with the neighborhood situation, but a mother 
at hand can often make a great deal of difference. 

Two and a half can be a rather stormy age socially. But 
with help from mother, almost any 24-year-old can avoid 
being a complete social failure. 


Why Do Teen-Agers Like Rock 'n’ Roll? 


Youngsters Explain Their Enthusiasm for This

NEW YORK, July 23. 

HE’S a 17-year-old girl 

amed Carole, so fresh and 

dewy that when she opens 
her mouth you'd expect to hear 
a sonnet or a lilting song. But 
Carole is consumed with a 
passion for rock ‘n’ roll, and 
what she says is this: 

“It moves me, Makes me want 
to jump. It’s a feeling you get 
there with a person — you're 
part of a big thing—you just 
don’t want to stand still. It’s im- 
possible to stand still. You get 
a lift, a real live charge.” 

Such ecstasy over a loud, 
strident rhythmic beat is cur- 
rent among many teen-agers to- 
day, and it troubles parents. 

A New York City mother 
sighs, “They get that wild look 
in their eyes, and they talk so 
funny, and when they're play- 
ing those awful rock 'n’ roll 
things, you can’t help thinking, 
“Are these really children of 
mine?’” 

It isn’t easy, sometimes, for 
adults to take a tolerant and 
objective outlook on today’s 
teen-agers for two basic rea- 
sons: (1) So much publicity has 
been given to the tiny percent- 
age of the 10-to-18-year-old 
population who have gotten 
into trouble as juvenile delin- 
quents, and (2) their language, 
verbally and musically, seems 
hysterical.’ 

Are they really more wild 
and unleashed, emotionally, 
than their parents were at this 
age? And is rock ‘n’ roll 
more sinister than the Black 
Bottom, the Charleston, be-bop 
and swing? These questions 
were put to educators, psychia- 
trists, parents and kids them- 
selves the country over, and 
from the answers the picture 
took shape: 

Today’s youth are war babies 
just beginning to feel their 
oats. 

They live in a world of mixed 
emotions. Prosperity has built 
up financial security for them 
and their families, so they do 
not want. 

At the same time, they hear 
all the talk of world insecurity, 
of psychiatry and psychology, 
of atomic warfare in abeyance. 
In the back of their minds, like 
an uncomfortable dream is the 
inkling that living-for-today 
may be a wise course to follow. 

Arnold Gesell, one of the 
world’s leading authorities on 
youth, describes the teens—the 
typical teens—with these adjec- 
tives: 

Age 13: “Sullen, secretive, 
reflective, withdrawn.” 

14: “Happy, outgoing, 
pansive.” 

15: “Complex, mixed-up, ex- 
asperating for many parents.” 

16: “Happy, friendly, better 
tempered, developing a sense of 
independence.” 

Today's 11,000,000 teen-agers 
have more money to spend than 
their parents had and—since 
most have never known pover- 
ty—they are not about to hoard 
it. They start dating early, 
learn to dance young, investi- 
gate cigarettes and alcohol 
sooner than the last generation 
did, spend their allowances on 
clothes and records. 

With money in their pockets 
and confidence, bred of pros- 
perity, in their hearts—what 
have they to worry about? 

Only boredom, the unburden- 
ing of excess physical energy, 
and those psychological terms 
everybody's talking about. 
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When they're tooking for 
something to substantiate their 
claims that rock ‘n’ roll music 
is harmful, its critics point out 
that the words are often sug- 
gestive. 


Claudette, 15, reflects the 
spirit of the younger “crazy, 
man” set. “The words? Oh, 
they’re all right, I guess. But 
what we really like is the beat. 
It makes you want to dance.” 


Rock ‘'n’ roll has a most 
muddled origin. Some mu- 
sicians say, frankly, that it is 
a poor version of a music form 
called “rhythm and blues.” 
Others call it an off-shoot of 
Western hillbilly. 

“It is only logical to assume,” 
said one classicist, “that it rolled 
out from under a rock.” 

Wherever it came from, its 
bawling, squawling beat has 
taken over the lion's share of 
many radio disk jockey shows. 
Of popular records sold, rock 
*n’ roll is featured on about 65 
per cent, 
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ISK jockeys who three years 
Pozo refused to play it, have 

now been forced to take it 
up. One reported; “If you don’t 
play it, you’re out. Oh, we can 
‘push’certain types of music and 
help record sales along a bit. 
But we cannot censor music 
just because we don’t like it.” 

If you ask people through- 
out the country—people who 
allegedly “know”—you get a 
variety of answers as to what 
rock 'n’ roll really is, where it 
came from, and how it started. 

Mitch Miller, one of the 
canniest musicians in the re- 
cording industry, claims it’s a 
direct off-shoot of the South- 
land Negro “rhythm and blues” 
music. 

“It's been going on for 50 
years — maybe a_ hundred. 
Started down South. The kids 
who liked it down there used 
to call them ‘cat songs.’” 

Miller insists that when white 
musicians began to pick up the 


beat (a syncopated rhythm, fn 
which the second and fourth 
beats are heavily stomped out) 
it took on a “ridiculous frenzy.” 

The words “rock and roll” 
have for decades appeared in 
Negro blues songs, and when 
white artists picked up the 
rhythm, it began to be referred 
to, in the record industry, as 
rock and roll stuff. Then Al- 
len Freed (a disk jockey from 
Ohio who came to New York 
several years ago) started a 
local show and titled it “Rock 
’n’ Roll.” Its suceess was in- 
stantaneous and overwhelming. 

However, by the summer of 
*55, rock ‘n’ roll seemed to 
be definitely receding in popu- 
larity. Then along came a 21- 
year-old sensuous singer named 
Elvis Presley. His recoraings 
of several rock ‘n’ roll num- 
bers were wildly received by 
the teen-agers, much to the dis- 
gust of most adults. One of 
Presley's recordings has svld 
nearly 2,000,000 copies, and he 
has become an idol of teen- 
age girls in a manner reminis- 
cent of the bobby-soxers’ crush 
on Frank Sinatra a decade ago. 

Many parents, who have ob- 
served Presley on stage and 
occasional TV appearances, 
have been made angry by the 
gestures he occasionally em- 
ploys while singing his rock 
’n’ roll numbers. 

In any event, in rock ‘n’ 
roll, the kids have found their 
beat. They have pounded it to 
a pulp and show no signs of 
calming down for a _ session 
with a Viennese waltz. 

John McClellan of Station
